The Canadian Fire Prevention . Association presented a formal 
statement of facts, which was read at the convention of the Mari- 
time Provinces Chiefs of Fire Departments, held on July 15, 1936, 
at Kentville, Nova Scotia. The facts presented, while horrifying 


in the extreme, can only be remedied by full publicity. The 
association wrote 


“Sixty-five per cent of our people now live in houses of the 
cheapest construction, ill-equipped and poorly adapted to obvious 
needs, and one-quarter of the families in the Dominion live in 
accommodations of three rooms or less, while nearly 160,000 
families live in one or two room dwellings lacking sanitary con- 
veniences and efficient heating, investigation had revealed. 


“The housing problem in Canada is not one of monetary re- 
turns solely, it was pointed out. It involves the more fundamental 
question of whether we are civilized or not and whether we are 
prepared to follow in the path of better housing conditions blazed 
by Britain and other European countries. 


“The need of means to provide proper housing accommodation 
for the bulk of lower paid heads of families was stressed in the 
paper, but it went on to point out that these masses are helpless 
under present social and economic conditions to improve their 
conditions, 


“Amongst the facts that should not be ignored in any attempt 
to solve the housing problem is the social and economic condition 
of our people. One out of eight of the entire population is exist- 
ing on relief and notwithstanding their need these people cannot 
hope to change their living conditions. To this must be added 
100,000 heads of families not yet upon relief but with casual 
employment only sufficient to justify the most meagre expenditures 
upon employment. Of the balance of population those in really 
permanent employment earn on the average less than $18 per 
week.

“The most critical needs exist in these categories but they 
cannot be met by any plan that involves the purchase of houses 
costing from $4,000 upwards.” 


The fundamental question of whether we, as a nation, are 
civilized or not, is easily answered. So long as this nation has 
money-issuing power, and allows its people to subsist on relief 
just one stage removed from physical distress, and allows over 
sixty per cent of its people to live in wretched structures causing 
actual physical distress, this nation is not civilized not 
christian. The tortures we inflict differ from the 
rack and thumbscrews only in our method of spreading the seme 
amount of anguish over a longer time; the demoralizing hope- 
lessness and helplessness of the torture chamber exist in the un- 
sanitary shelter—miscalled a home—from day to day and from 
year to year, instead of being compressed into a half-hour rack 
stretch; and all the members of the families from old age to in- 
fancy are caught and crushed in the torture
